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INTRODUCTION 


This is a list of all known military and civilian victims of the Sioux 
Massacre in Minnesota in August and September 1862 plus some later deaths 
until 1865 resulting from driving the remining Sioux into Dakota by the 
U, S, Arny. There is no record of any simllar list ever having been made al- 
though it might have been prepered publicly or privately, and then lost. A 
list of the civilian victims was mepsred by Merion P, Satterlee through 
extensive interviewing, is given in his book “Outbreak and Massacre By The 
Dakota Indians In Minnesota In 1862-65" and published by the author October 
19235 in Minneapolis, Minnesota. Mr. Satterlee has previously published, 
“Authentic List of the Victims of The Indian Massacre and War 1862-65," 
Minneapolis, 1919, and “Massacre At The Redwood Indian Agency”. 


Charles S, Bryant names wst of the Civilian victims known at that time 
in his publication “History of The Sioux Massacre” consolidated in one volure 
with Rev. Edward D, Neill's "History of The Minnesota Valley", North Star 
Publishing Co., Minneapolis, 1882. 


William Watts Folwell in his "A History of Minnesota” Vol. II Page 391 
gives the number of killed and wounded in the Sioux outiaeak. No census was 
ever taken. Town Assessors and County Auditors were requested to aid and 
complied. The Indian (White) agents contributed valuable statistics. 


A very valuable aid in preparing the mterial in this publication was 
Minnesota In The Civil and Indian Wars 1861-65" By the Board of Commissioners, 
Published by Pionecr Press Co. 1890 Minneapolis, Minn. Volume I lists the 
Citizens Soldiers Killed. 


The records of the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 5th, 6th, 7th, 9th Minnesota Infantry 
for Aug. & Sept. 1862 and later list the Military dead in the Sioux Messacre 
and these have been consulted. 


The Civilian victims of the Massacre have been listed by famliies as far 
as possible, giving the date and place killed and giving also the rank for the 
Military. So many of them died so young. They never had a chance to live. 
Why should we forget them? They gave their lives for us so that we my live 
and enjoy the freedom and fortunes now and in the future, They deserve to bo 
commerorated in a State Centennial Memrial 1858-1958.

Bishop Fenry Benjamin Whipple, the Episcopal Missionary Bishop of Minnesota 
was & true friend of the American Indian if there ever was one. While in 
Washington attending to duties General Halleck went with him to President 
Lincoln to whom he gave an account of the Sioux Massacre, its causes, and the 
bitter sufferings and injustices which resulted therefrom FPresiderit Lincoln 
was profounily mved. After listening with deep sympathy to Bishop Whipple's 
story President Lincoln replied in parts “it neeis more than one honest man to 
watch one Indian egent”. Shortly thereafter the President said to an old 
friend: “When you see Lute, ask him if he mows Pishop khipple. He came here 
the other day and talked with me about the rascaiity o7 this Indian business 
until I felt it down to my boots. If we get through this war, and I live, this 
Indian system shall be reformed!" 


President Lincoln gave the Bishop a card to the Secretary of the Inter lor 
saying, "Give Bishop Whipple ary informtica he desires atout Indian affairs”. 
In his search of the Indian office records he uncovered wost astonishing in- 
formation. He prepared a paper which his Church Convention presented to 
President Lincoln which said in part: "It is believed that the history of our 
dealings with the Indians has been marked by gross acts of injustice and robbery, 
such as could not be prevented under the present system of management, and 
that these wrongs have often proved the prolific cause of wars and bloodshed. 

% is due to that helpless red men that these evils shali be redressed, and 
Without this we cannot Lope for the blessing of Almighty God in our efforts to 
secure permanent peace and “tranquility on ow Western border.” 


Bishop Whipple in his “Laghts and Shadows Of A Long Episcopate” being 
. Reminiscences end Recollections in the form of an autobiography, gives two 
letters he addressed to President Lincoln in behaif of the Indians favoring 
justice for the redmen. The firet is dated Merch 6, 1862 and the second on 
July 31 of that year. The same spirit permeates and prevails in both. Here 
are a few quotes from the first: "I believe that the intentions of the Govern~ 
ment have always been kinds but they have been thwarted by dishonest servants, 
ill-conceived plans, and defective instructions." "From the day of the treaty 
@ rapid deterioration takes place." "The Indian agents who are placed in 
trust of the honor and faith of the Government are generally selected without 
any reference to their fitness for the place.” “hey are often men without 
any fitness, sometimes a disgrace to a Christian nation; whiskey<sellers, 
bar=room ioungers, debauchers, selected to guide our heathen people. Then 
follow ali the evils of bad example, of inefficiency, and of dishonesty, - 
the school a sham, the supplies wasted, the improvement fund squandered by 
negligence or curtailed ty fraudulent contracts. The Indian, bewildered, con- 
scious cf wrong, but helpless, has no refuge but to sink into a depth of 
trutishness. There have been noble instances of men who have tried to do their 
duty, but they have generally been powerless for lack of hearty cooperation 
by others, or because no man could withstand the corruption which has pervaded 
every department of Indian Affairs." "When I came to Minnesota I was startled 
at the degradation at my docr". 

Dr. William Watts Folwell, President Emeritus of both the University of 
Minnesota and the Minnesota Historical Society in his "A History of Minnesota, ' 
Vol II Chap VIII gives the causes of the Sioux Massacre. Among these were: 
"The | Acton Marders 3 ; Delay of promised Treaty payments; Influence of the Civil 
War "Copperheads"s "Denial by traders of credit to the Indians; Betrayed of Little 
Crow by the Indian agent; Deductions from Annuities for depredations ty the 
upper Sioux; Concentration of Indians a source of danger; the Government's 
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failure to capture Inkpaduta and his band for the outrageous and hideous 
massacre at Spirit Lake, Iowa about five years before the Minnesota Massacre. 
Resentment of the Indians over Treaties. Civilization Experiments of Agents 
Galtraith: and Brown." 


A complete account based on available informetion about the Sioux Out- 
treak in 1862 would f111 many books. Onjky the triefest outline of this 
Massacre can be given herein. 


Early on August 18, 1862 many Dakota traves with war paint and arms un- 
expectedly appeared at the lower Sioux Agency at the small village on the 
Minnesota river six wiles below the muth of the Redwood river. James W. 
lynd, former state senator, was the first victim of the mrderous Indian as- 
sault. The outbreak reached thirty seven of the counties then organized; from 
the Iowa border north along the Dakota border to some miles above Breckentridge 
and from Faribault north to Mille Lacs and Crow Wing. Detailed accounts have 
been given in their tooks by William Watts Folwell, Marion P. Satterlee, 
Edward D, Neili, Charles S, Bryant, and Bishop Hemry Benjamin Whipple, Warner 
and Foote 


Elsewhere in this publication is given a Chronology of the Sioux Massacre. 
Here can be listed only some of the mst important successive events in the 
order of their occurrence. 


Some of these are: the Acton Murder; beginning the mesacre; the Lower 
Agency Massacre; mrder of George Gleason; the Capture of Mrs. Wakefield and 
children; Mery Schwandt, Mary Anderson, and Mattie Williams; massacre on the 
north side of the Minnesota river; burning of Ms. Henderson and two children; 
escapes of J. W. Earle and others; mrder of Schwandt family; mssacre at upper 
agency; warning of settlers ty Indian Other Day and Joseph Lafranbois; fleeing 
of whites from yellow medicine; settlement on the Chippewa river; mrder of 
dames W, Lindsay and his comrade; white settlers killed at Big Stone Lake 
and lake Shetek; escape of Mrs. Alomina Hurd with her children; fiendish 
plundering and burning of the Spirit Lake Country scene of the 1857 mwissacre; 
warfare in Jackson County and Dakota territory; murders at Sioux Falls; 
killing of Amos Huggins; Indian attack on New Ulm and its evacuation; Judge 
Flandrou'’s military aid to the besieged city; battle at lower agency ferry; 
siege of Fort Ridgely; attack on Forest City; Indians attack neer Acton and 
Hutchinson; hostilities in the valley of the Red River of the north; Indians 
attack Fort Abercrombie defended ty Captains Freeman and Davis; Sioux Raid 
in Watonwan County; Colonel Sibley mrched from St. Peter to defend New Ulm; 
battle of Birch Coolie; battle of Wood Lake; Colonel Sibley was promted to 
General and waged a successful campaign against the Indians. 


The people of Minnesota made an urgent appeal to President Lincoln to 
punish the Indians. They sent hima list of some three hundred Indians con- 
demed as mrderers. LEut he reduced the number to thirty-eight and these were 
hung December 17, 1862 at Manketo. 


The following year Little Crow, the Indian leader of the Sioux Massacre 
met his death on Friday evening, July 3, 1863. Mr. Nathan Lampson and his 
son Chauncey while journeying along some six miles north of Hutchinson noticed 
two Indians in a woodland opening picking and eating berries. Without any 
knowledge of their identity they fired and killed the older Indian while the 
younger escaped. He was captured twenty six days later and proved to be 
Wowinapa the son of Little Crow who revealed to the authorities that, the

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KNOWN DEAD DURING THE GREAT BLIZZARD IN MINNESOTA 13 
IN JANUARY 7-9, 1873 


In the preparation of this list of “Known Dead Dwing The Great Minnesota 
Blizzard of January 7, 8 and 9, 1875" I owe a great debt of gratitude to the 
Liwary of Congress, Washington, D, C., the Minnesota Historical Society and 
to all the local historical societies in the counties in the path of the 
great blizzard when it struck. Great aid was also given by Iccal litraries 
and newspapers in these same counties that suffered great lors of life and 
property. Invaluable aid was received from District Court and County Court 
Heuse officers, and the Minnesota Department of Health Division of Vital 
Statistics, in the search of local vital statistics records, The city 
litreries and newspapers of Minneapolis and St. Paul deserve special mention 
for thoir generovs assistance, 


INTRODUCTION 


Dr, William Wetts Fovell in his “History of Minnesota" Vol, 3 Page 71 
discusses triefly the Great Mionesota Blizzard in dan. 1873. He mentions 
that on January 7, 1873 western Minnesota was suddenly struck by 4 great 
blizzard that twened noon-day into night. The southern hel? of the state 
was swept by the merciless blizzard before dawn of the following day. 
Desth, destruction, and suffering followed. There was an enormous fail of 
dry very fins snow, lixe white flow, which was blown about by the fiercely 
raging wind. At St. Faul the temperature fell to fourteen degrees below 
zero. Hahrernheit and 4t Chicago the thermometer registered twenty degrees 
below. The mrning of Jan. 7 was exceptionally pleasant so « large numbsr 
of people left their homes to shop, work, or visit. When the ferocicus 
blizzard struck and darkness fell people were lost in the woods and on the 
trairies and the victims suffered intensely, come were disabled for life, 
and many of them froze to death, Early reports gave eight hundred as the 
number of victims who lost their lives. But the state statistician upon 
investigation found that a total number of seventy had frozen to death in 
the great blizzard. This figure has been questioned by soms as being too 
high, Governor Austin requested aid for the blizzard victims from the 
1875 Minnesota Legislature and they complied with a relief program providing 
five thousand dollars to aid the needy. A sum totalling 3,385 was dis- 
tributed in thirty-four counties to ninety-four persons or an average of $36 
state aid to each person. 


The Willmr Daily Tribune, June 17, 1949 published an interesting de~ 
scriptive article "The Story Of The Big Storm of 1873", A picture is 
included of Michael Holden the only swrvivor of a party of five, the other 
four froze to death in Roseland Township, namely John, Charles and Stephen 
O'Neill, and Thoms Holden. Mention is aleo made of the following freezing 
to @eaths Lars Nelson of Whitefield who died laters Ole K. Ska in Sec. 7 
Norway Lake Township; Margaret Soland and Helge Stengrimson near Norway Leke, 
Ole Gronseth . died in Sec. 4, Norway Lake Township; Wm. M. Crump in Rose~ 
ville; Claus and Jorgan Strand in Whitefield Township. This article states 
in part: The most destructive blizzard to human lives in the history of 
Kandiyohi County, occurred in the Cruel blizzard on damary 7 to 9, 18735. 
The first part of Tuesday the 7th - the weather was balmy, as to encourage 
farmers to make trips to town or to the woods for fuel. About two o'clock 
& great many were wending their way home with their sleds and teams of horses 
or oxen. There was a stillness for a few moments; human voices, barking of 
dogs, or the lowing of cattle could be heard for miles. 
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"Suddenly a mttering and rumbling as of distant thunder was heard in 
the direction of the faraway northwest. There appeared upon the north~ 
western horizon a white cloud, like a snowbank, which munted upward, in- 
creased in volume and approached with astonishing rapidity, and within a 
few moments the storm broke in all ite fury. Within a few minutes the hight 
light of mid-afternoon was changed almost into darkness by the frozen mise 
ture”. 


The loss of live stock was reported as follows: horses 25, mies 3, 
cattle 250, sheep and hogs 10. 


The Waseca News of Jan. 15, 1875 states: “A man named Avon Aleckson 
was chopping in the woods near Lake Watkins, in Wodville, Tuesday. When 
the storm came on he started for home, got lost, was out all night and all 
the next day, till near evening, before he found a house. His feet were so 
padly frozen that they are black, and it is feared they mst be amputated. 
Otherwise he was not badly frozen. But the poor sufferer was so weakened 
by exposure that he died sore three weeks later of hemmrrage of the lungs. 


"Me. J. G. Greening of Otioco, who came from Blue Earth City, last 
Friday, informs us that a Mrs, Snitz, living near Wisner's Grove, Faribault 
County, was found dead after the storm, about half a mile from her house. 
"It appears that her husband went to Delavan that morning, and that the 
woman let one of her children go to a neighbor's house. When the storm 
came on she went to her neighbor's place to get the child, leaving her other 
child in the house. The neighbor prevailed upon her to return, bring her 
child and remain over night. The poor woman started for her home, lost her 
way in the blinding storm and perished. The child left at home = about 
three years of age - was found in bed alive”. 


Child's “History of Waseca County” gives an interesting account of the 
great Blizzard of Jan. 7, 8, & 9, 187%5-~ 


In Merle Potter's book,"101 Best Stories of Minnesota" there is included 
a story of "The Terrible Blizzard of 1873". It says in part: "That blizzard 
of 1875 was a storm to talk about. There never has been anything to equal it 
in Minnesota, It lasted for three frightful days, and when it was over re= 
ports went out that eight hundred people had been frozen to death, Only 
seventy actually perished. But it caused untold suffering and mved the 
governor to put a bill through the legislature giving relief to the sufferers. 


"The morning of January 8, 1873, was perfect in western Minnesota. The 
day of the disastrous blizzard was so pleasant that thousands of settlers 
had left their homes. 


"Toward four o'clock in the afternoon, the situation changed in an in- 
stant. The wind shifted atruptly and according to one authority, the 
mercury dropped thirty to forty degrees in a minute. Along with the wind 
came a driving cloud of fine snow that completely swallowed up the landscape 
and brought the darkness of night. 


"A boy attending school at New Ulm started for his parents house, which 
was only across the road from the school building, His body wes later found 
eight miles away. A man named Christian Heg was caught in the storm, buried 
himself in a snowdrift on Tuesday and remined there until the following 
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Saturday, when he was rescued, badly frozen, but alive." 


This research revealed that no deaths are recorded in the official public 
recorés as resulting from the historic great Minnesota Blizzard on January 
7 and 8, 9=1873 in the counties of Anoka, Benton, Blue Earth, Brown, 
Carver, Chisago, Dakota, Dodge, Goodhue, Hennepin, Houston, Isanti, 
Itasca, Jackson, Le Suewr, Morrison, Mower, Olmstead, Folk, Ramsey, 
Rice, Rock, St. Louis, Scott, Stearns, Swift, Todd, Wabasha, 
Washington, Winona, and Wright. 


Furthermore, it was found that the days of the great Minnesota Blizzard 
on January 7 and 8-9, 1875 antedates the official public records in the 
counties of Aikin, Beltrami, Big Stone, Cass, Fillmore, Grant, Lac Qui Parle, 

Lake, Pine, Traverse and Wilkin. 14489290 


The St, Pant Disvatch, January 14, 1875 stated that a person named 
Wolverton froze to death in Mankato. Eight persons froze to death between 
St. James and Madelia. At St. James a mn and a boy were victims. At 
Madelia a woman went to search for her husband and bot succuibed to the cold. 
At New Ulm a man sought a doctor for his wife and new born babe and all three 
froze to death, Seventeen coffins were used at New Ulm to bury those frozen 
dead. Thirteen were frozen to death at lake Henskey six miles from leke 
Crystal. Six school children froze to death between Fort Ridgely and Beaver 
Falis, Thomas Johnson, 4 farmer, froze to death near Evansville in northern 
Minnesota. A man froze to death near Stony Brook ten miles from Pomme de 
Terre, A young man, Mertin Tims, his tride, and his father, William Tims, 
were caught in the storm at Pomme de Terre and the men froze to death and the 
tride was not expected to survive, At Scandia seven miles northeast of Morris, 
& wan and boy were lost. Fladsland left Morris for his Scandia hom and was 
Jost. A man seven miles west of Glenwood, Pope County, froze fatally while 
cutting wood. Berry and Christopherson froze to death near Glyndon. Fred 
Warnke living four miles from Henderson froze to death. In Otter Tail Co. 
five persons near St. Olof froze to death, mstiy Norwegian farmers. 


The Alexandria Post.January 11, 1873 reported wary farmers stranded 
in town by the blizzard. 


The Madelia Watayan County Times stated that Mr. Charles Decker and 
Mre., Chris Cash froze to death. A man was found dead three miles southwest 
or St. JANOS 4 


The Minnearolis Times, January 15, 1875 stated that Mr, Townsend froze 
to death near Farmington. A woman in Bernadotte froze to death. Seventeen 
frozen bodies were brought to Sleepy Bye. Eleven frozen todies were trought 
to Madelia. Edins Geifer at Swan Lake in Mcollet froze to death. A woran 
froze to death at Granby. 


The St, Peter Tritune published a letter from Madelia saying that 
six school children froze to death at Sleepy Hye. Two men at Sleepy Bye and 
three at New Ulm froze to death. 


The Maykato Review in those days reported: five deaths at Sleepy Tye 
Station west of New Ulm; one near Delevan in Faribault Co.3 two, lake 
Crystal; five, Madelias; ten, St. James; twe, Mountain Lake; three, Windom; 
three, Heron Lake and Worthington. 
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The St. Paul Diswatch, January 20, 1873 mentioned that John Manly 
near Birch Coolie in Renville Co. froze to death, Eight Swedes between Long 
Lake and Wilimar died of exposure in the blizzard. 


The Litchfield Ledger January 18, 1874 stated that Pat Condon and 
Mike Fiynn froze to death near Rice City. Fifteen frozen bodies were found 
in Kandiyohi County among them William Crump and Samel Adams, 


The St. Paul Dispatch, January 21, 1875 reported that Olaus Gultranson 
was found frozen dead in the town of Manchester, Freeborn County. 


The Mankato Union reported Robert Kirk a frozen fatality in Blue Earth 
County. 


The Meeker County Nays reported Messrs Flynn and Condon left Litchfield 
for home and the former froze to death the first night and the later subse~ 
quentiy died. 


The Sank Conter Herald at the time reported that at Scandia four 


men froze to death, A man nine miles from Glenwood was so badly frozen he 
subsequently died. 


From Freston, in the Rilimre County Remblican, January 17, 1873 we 
read that four miles wost of Granger in Fillimre Co. Rev. Evans was returning 
home with his wife and two children and came within three fourths of a miie 
of home and was stranded in the snow. He carried one child home and returned 
for another and left with it. They were both lost, and tiie child at home 
and themother left in the sleigh were both frozen to death. 


The St, Pay) Dispatch, Friday, Jamary 24, 1873 was this to says 
"In the early part of this month Minnesota was swept for two days by an icy 
tempest, unparrelied in our recent history. The storm came with unannounced 
suddenness, and a day that up to two o'clock in the afternoon was mild, 
pleasant and even thawing, changed to a storm terrific in its fury. Snow 
fell only mderately, but the fierce cutting winds gave it the appearance of 
coming down in clouds, and before dark it was impossible on the pretries to 
see a rod in advance. Of course the peril was great for those who were out 
in the storm, and the suffering was intense. The early pleasantness of the 
day caused a larger number to be out than would otherwise have been the 
case, and hence the suffering was correspondingly large."--
